She attended the Carlyle High School 
and a business college at Centralia, Il., 
then began her career as a teacher. 
She is a demure little- woman, well in- 
formed, using excellent language, and she 
ossesses much ability in argument. Her 
ather holds a position with a livery firm 
in Carlyle, which is the county seat of 
Clinton County, and has about 2600 inhabi- 
tants. With her parents, a sister and five 
little brothers, she spends her summer vza- 
cations at home.

people in a country town, and has nothing 
about her which suggests the ‘‘unco guild’”’ 
in any way. She loves company, but pre- 
fers the companionship of those intelli- 
gent enough to appreciate gu te mental 
qualities She is a member of the Method- 
ist Church and has a mission in life—to be 
hap y and try to make others so. ‘This 
is all she proclaims, and she indignantly 
repudiates the assumption that she has 
un an anti-saloon crusade in the ulti- 
mate hove of becoming a Mary Elizabeth 
se or a Mary Ellen Foster. 

“Still,” she remarks, smilingly, ‘I 
should just like to get the people of this 
town together and tell them exactly what 
I] am trying to do and going to do. I may 
not be a speechmaker but I could explain my 
views in a way ‘that they would under- 
stand.”’ 

Such is the girl who, within the past two 
or three weeks, has caused the arrest of 
every saloon keeper in Carlyle save one, 
and not only once, but twice over.

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I want to become a lawyer. I merely wish 
to become familiar with the laws of the 
state, so that in emergencies of this kind 
Il may know what to do. I have no adviser. 
I think the present officials are all favoring 
the saloon people. 

“Even my own parents oppose my work. 
My mother would be quite willing to have 
the saloons closed, but she thinks I am get- 
ting too much notoriety. I dislike the adver- 
tising I am getting, but if no one else will! 
attend to the enforcement of the laws I am 
willing to become a target for the scorn 
of those who oppose me. 

“The directors of the Sunnyside School, 
when they read of my work here, sent me a 
contract to teach another year. But I am 
sure that I should be unable to procure po- 
sitions in some of the schools, such is the 
opposition to me because of my position in 
seeking to have the law enforced. , 

“T expect to leave here in September to 
teach school, and the saloonists are count- 
ing upon getting rid of me. They think 
that my departure will end the matter: but 
it won't. If my new plan of action does 
not result in the enforcement of the law. 
I shall study out others. Perhaps IT may 
have the co-operation of other persons by 
that time. 

“IT am going to succeed in my undertak- 
ing, if such a thing is possible.” 


Public Sentiment 

Against the Crusader. 

Public sentiment in Carlyle seems to op- 
pose Miss Berry. Her crusade is said to be 
particularly .offensive to the farmers. It 
is the habit of many farmers to come into 
town on Sunday with their families. The 
stores being open, the farmers’ wives trade 
their butter and eggs for ginghams and 
‘groceries. The heads of the houses repair 
to the saloons for a Sabbath nip. Then all 
go to church together, where the preachers, 
according to’“Miss Berry, preach temperance 
sermons, but never join any movement to 
enforce the liquor laws. 

The Hquor dealers have been advised by 
their attorney to peep open next Sunday, 
and they say they will do so. They do not 
know of Miss Berry’s.change of policy. 
Miss Berry, in her pretty summer hat 
and costume, will go to preaching and Sun- 
day school at the Methodist Church and jet 
the saloonists carry on their traffic. 

“When they are fined only $1.50,’ she says, 
“it is time to take a new tack, and find out 
who is responsible for such a small n 
That is what I am going to do.”’ 

Miss Berry's mai! has increased marvel- 
ously since she became a crusader. 

“I presume you get many letters from oth- 
er ladies commending you for your work?’’ 
she was asked. 

‘“‘No, indeed; I have received but one let- 
ter from a woman. The others are all from 
men. The men express sympathy and en- 
couragement. Why, 1 haven't even heard 
from Carrie Nation yet.”

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NOT THE MURDER 


The Reflection That Stings 
Mrs, Lulu Kennedy. 


NO REMORSE FOR THE KILLING 


ONLY WHEN HER VIRTUE IS AS- 
SAILED DO HER EYES GLITTER. 


The Prosecution Means to Lay Bare All 
the History of Her Life Before 
the Marriage and the Shoot- 
ing of Her Husband. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 7.—Mrs. Lulu 
Prince Kennedy, who is on trial for the 


dinary control over her nerves. As wit- 


ness after witness described the actual 
killing; the calling of Phil Kennedy to the 
corridor from his office; the words that 
were passed between man and wife; the 
drawing of the revolver; six rapidly fired 
shots; the sinking of Kennedy to the floor 
and the kicks in the face by his wife, the 
spectators leaned forward and the mem- 
bers of the jury drank in every word. But 
no emotion displayed itself on the face or 
in the bearing of Lulu Kennedy. She lis- 
tened and languidly rested her head on the 
back of her chair. With her right hand 
she put a small white fan alongside of her 
oe and a slight smile hovered about her 
ps. 

Whatever other human feelings Mrs. 
Kennedy may have, she has yet to show 
that she regrets taking Phil Kennédy’'s 
life. If she loved him her love went out 
with. the pistol shots. For it is impossible 
to conceive of anyone, particularly a young 
girl, not regretting the death of a former 
ifiend, uniess even. his memory had be- 
come distasteful to pag. It may be that she 
is a clever’actress, but this is scarcely 
probable, for-if she wished to resort to 
acting tears would serve her’purpose much 
better before a jury. 

Her case would be an interesting one for 
any student of human nature. 

it is apparent in attempting to analyze 
the woman's emotions, that the killing of 
her husband is a small matter in her mind 
as compared with the stain that would 
have been placed upon her name if her 
alleged relations with other men had come 
out in the divorce proceedings stopped for- 
ever by her deadly aim. 

But these allegations will all come out at 
this trial, and it is this fact and not that 
she is on trial for murder that cause Mrs. 
Kennedy's eyes to glitter and her cheeks to 
pale at every fling at her character. 

In his closing statement the prosecutor 


said: 

“The theory of the state,’ he said, ‘‘is 
that the murder was premediated, malli- 
clous and deliberate, and therefore punish- 
able by death. There were two motives; 
one was to stop the annulment proceedings 
in order that everything went not come

for revenge, and we will show that when 
she kicked the dying man in the face and 
said that he would never seduce another 
girl, that what those words implied were 
not true.

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TO DO AWAY WITH STRIKES. 


A new plan to adjust differences between employer and 
employes is being considered by experienced men of affairs 
and students of economies in Boston. 

The plan contemplates “the establishment of courts au- 
thorized by law to hear all the parties to industrial disputes, 
to decide what shall be a fair minimum wage and a fair max- 
imum work day for a reasonable-time in the future, and to 
enforce such decisions by appropriate penalties, but not au- 
thorized to order employes to work or to order capitalists to 
carry on business.” 

The employer will object to this that the court will be 
dependant upon public support and therefore will favor the 
workingman. 

The workingman will object that the court will be owned 
by the capitalists and will favor the employer. 

The disinterested citizen will object that the court cannot 
compel the employer to pay and the workman accept “a fair 
wage” unless it has the power to compel the employer to 
do business and the workman to work. 

Sooner or later this question will be thought out. But it is 
not likely that the satisfactory solution when found will con- 
tain any element of compulsion. 


> 
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The legal question as to the power of the Excise Commis- 
sioner to close the saloons between 1 and 5 is before the court 
,for decision, but as to the question of morality and public 
policy there can be no doubt. The order is in the interest «of 
law and order and good morals. Evidence of its good effect 
may be found in the police reports and the court records.

The St. Louis Transit Co. occupies a peculiar position in St. 
Louis. It has almost a monopoly of street railway trans- 
portation. It touches the St. Louis people at nearly cvery 
point. It is a vital factor in the commercial and social] life 
of St. Louis. The better the service, the less friction there 
is between the company and the public, the better for the 
people and the better for the company. 

It may be granted that there has been a widespread local 
sentiment hostile to the company. The company’s officers 
must concede that there was cause for it in the’ meth- 
ods by which the corporatton obtained its privileges and per- 
fected its organization as a monopoly. The hostility has 
been intensified by subsequent developments in which the 
company was not without blame.
